WINSTED, Conn., Sept. 15.—Bristol, 
Conn., which presented Commander 
Robert E. Peary with a number of

A reply was received, dated Battle 
Harbor, in which Peary answered that 
the flag which marked the pole was one 
that he has owned for 16 years and was 
made by Mrs. Peary. 

The result is that Cook's popularity is 
greater in Bristol than Peary’s.

Delegate ‘“Jiggers” Gallagher wants

There is no doubt that much of the 
building is screened from the sight of 
a person on certain portions of Walnut 
street east of Twelfth street, and a con- 
stituent of Delegaie Gallagher might 
have to walk several blocks before he 
could have a real good look at the 
facade of that edifice where ‘‘Jiggers’’ 
holds forth as a statesman. 

The “hump” on Walnut street is be- 
tween Eignth and Eleventh streets.

Arched Entry Hidden. 

At Ninth street itis worse. The street 
cars and steps are hidden utterly. At 
Tenth street the obscuration is worst of 
all, for from that point the steps, the

are out of sight, back of “the hump.” 

Delegate Gallagher regards this as a 
situation not to be tolerated, and he has 
prepared a resolution asking the Presi- 
dent of the Boardjof Public Improve- 
ménts to nform the House of Delegates 
us to the probable cost of depressing the 
street and abating the evil. 

Would Make View Safe. 

In the last two years several visitors 
to the city, seeking to inspect the City 
Hal at close quarters, have been 
fleeved out of their money and in one 
‘nstance the money was taken by an 
actual hold-up. On other occasions cit- 
izens and residents of 3t. Louis have 
fared badly in more ways than one by 
getting too close to the Wity Hall. 


It is the opinion in circles where such 
things are considered with fhterest that 
the project fathered by Delegate Galla- 
gher will meet with the unqualified ap- 
proval of both these classes, for it will 
enable them to look upon the City Hall 
without entering’ the danger zone.

DOCTOR DItS 0 
DISEASE CAUGHT 
RUM PATIENT 


Dr. Julius B. Huber Knew He 
Had Tuberculosis, but 
Kept It Secret. — 





Dr. Julius B. Huber, a prominent 
South Side physician, died at 4:30 a, m. 
Wednesday, a martyr to the dangers to 
which every physician exposes himself. 
His death was caused by tuberculosis, 
contracted five months ago in treating 
two cases of the disease. 

On May 12 last the doctor diagnosed 
his own illness ag tuberculosis, and he 
knew from his condition that he could 
not live long. He went about his work 
cheerfully, and concealed from his wife 
and children the dread knowlegge that 
his medical skill had brought home to 
himself. — 

Tries Water Cure. 

Five weeks ago he was much weak- 
ene and thought he would try the 
water cure at Jerome, Mo. He took 
his family with him. While at Jerome 
he got water into hix lungs by accident 
and that rendered his condition worse. 
He was brought back to St. Louis and 
entcred St. Anthony’s Hospital, on the 
staff of which he was a visiting phys- 
ician. 

At the hospital he was treated by Dr. 
John McDean, a warm personal friend. 
When he began to sink rapidly early 
Wednesday an effort was made to reach 
his family by telephone at the home, 
4220 Virginia avenue. The telephone was 
out of order, however, and before word 
could be sent to Mrs. Hubert, the dector 
was dead. 

Dr. Huber was 49 years old and @ na- 
tive of St. Charles. He cleaned windows 
in stores there to obtain the money for 
his academic education and later worked 
as a drug clerk to obtain: the funds for 

a medical education. He was graduated 
Sota the St. Louis University medical 
department in 1898 and practiced on the 
South Side during his entire career. 

He leaves a widow and six children, 
five girls and one boy. The funeral will 
be from St. Anthony’s Church Friday 
and the interment at St. Peter and 
Paul’s Cemetery.

Herman J. Diekneite, an insurance 
agent, killed himself by drinking’ car- 
bolic acid in his room at 448A Olive 
street at 9 a. In. Wednesday. He died 
in an ambulance on the way to the 
dispensary. 

When Diekneite was found uncon- 
scious on the floor of his room he 
clasped in his hands a photo ph of 
his mother. 

Diekneite was 34 years old, unmarried 
and had been rooming at the Olive street 
address. Mrs. L. Ramsey, a dressmaker 
from .whom Diekneite rented a room, 
said that she knew very little about him 
except that he was in the insurance 
business, that he had an office in the 
Pierce Building, that he slept late in 
the mornings and that he always seemed 
to have plenty of money and paid his 
bills promptly. 

Diekneite was identified at the Morgue 
by John W. Jennings, St. Louis repre- 
sentative of Charles L. Crane & Co., 
insurance agents. Jennings said at the 
Morgue that Diekneite carried a policy 
for $10,000 on his life. 

At Diekneite’s office it was said he 
had been despondent lately over his 
failure to do as much business as he 
wished. 


A collector called for Diekneite at 9 
a. m. Mrs. Ramsey sent the caller to 
Diekneite’s roqgm. A moment later the 
collector, much excited, ran downstairs 
and out doors. He returned with a 
sergeant and a patrolman. The police- 
man summoned a doctor and in a few 
minutes an ambulance appeared, she 
said, and took Diekneite away. Mrs. 
Ramsey was so alarmed she did not 
attempt to inquire what the matter 
was.

he was a liar and an jmpostor.

Then he talked 
freely about his adventure, and always 
in the same strain. 


He dwelt upon the most fortuitous 
opportunity which led him to try tv 
make a dash for the pole. He attrib- 
uted his succ ‘to the liberality of 
John R. Bradley, the previous explora- 
tions of Sverdrup, the devotion of his 
Eskimos and the unwonted abundance 
of game in the land in the. early 
stages of his journey. 

I never met any explorer who boast- 
ed 80 tle or who spoke so modestiv 
about his own exploits. He never told 
me of any hair-breadth escapes or any 
deeds of personal daring. He said much 
more about his Eskimo boys ,than about 
himself, and despite the utmost prov- 
ocation, he refused to say a word 
against Peary. . 

Indeed, when I left, despite his sore 
feeling about the way in which Peary 
treated him in appropriating his stores 
at Annortok, he doggedly refused to 
complain. 

“If you want to reply to the things 
Peary has said about you,’’ I told, him, 
“the American offers you all the space 
you require.”’ | 

“T thank the American,” said . Dr. 
Cook, “but I wih say nothing. I can- 
not believe that Commander Peary 
made such charges against me as have 
been printed here (in Copenhagen). [ 
will wait until I see him face to face 
before I answer them, 

*“"T hope Peary has gone to the pole. 
T see no reason to doubt his ability to 
get there. He has all the supplies he 
needed and a well-equipped expedition 
behind him, .

But until then 
I prefer to keep silent.” ~ 

I bade Dr, Cook’ good-by after this 
and did not see him again.

Dr. Cook had more time than did 
Peary to write his story. Time was 
plenty, though paper was scarce, in the 
Arctic night of 1908-'08, and Cook has 
told correspondents since his return that 
he crowded 100,000 words, written in the 
smallest letters his numbed hand could 
form, into his thin notebook. Twenty- 
five thousand more words, he added, 
would make his story complete. It is 
a selection from this 125,000-word tale 
which Cook’s publishers began printing 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Cook begins with a date—the date 
when the John R. Bradley sailed from 
Gloucester, Mass. This date is July 
8, 1907, and it is the only date which 
appears in the first installment of the 
story.

PEARY’S SHIP TO SAIL FROM 
BATTLE HARBOR NEXT WEEK 


SYDNEY, N. S., Sept. 15.—Mrs. Rob- 
ert E. Peary received a message sent 
by Commander Peary from Battle Har- 
bor last night, to the effect that the 
work of preparation for the trip down 
the gulf to Sydney had not been fin- 
ished, and that, therefore, the Roose- 
velt wuld not be here before the first 
of next week. 

The Commander said he would make 
a special effort to reach Sydney by 
daylight, so that the people of this city 
may tender him the reception for which 
they have made such preparations. 

Mrs. Peary said that Commander 
Peary. would in all probability remain 
here two days, and then move toward 
his home on Eagle Isiand in Casco 
Bay, Maine, where he will rest for a 
day or two before proceeding to Wash- 
ington with his official report to the 
Government. 

That Commander Peary is prepared in 
every way to substantiate his state- 
ment that Dr. Frederick A. Cook did 
not reach the pole is the belief of near- 
ly every one of the large colony of Arc- 
tic explorers, scientists and others who 
had gathered here to meet the explorer 
from the North. 

The Roosevelt probably will encounter 
heavy seas in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
as incoming skippers report stout north- 
west winds. They also say that ice- 
bergs have been seen in the Straits of 
Belle Isle. In view of these conditions, 
Commander Peary doubtless will be de- 
layed in his 460-mile run to this city.

Conklin came to St. Louis two wecks 
ago on his way to Denver. He became 
so ill here that he was unable to pro- 
ceed and he becane a patient at the 
St. Louis Baptist SlIospital. 

He left the hcspital several days aco 
and rented a room at the home of Mrs. 
Emil Sebastian at 2800 Wisconsin ave- 
nue. There he drank the poison tate 
Tuesday afternoon.

How Edna Branson smiled a farewell 
to her sister as she was sinking for the 
last time in the Mississippi River and 


how John W. Woodle, a soldier and the 
only member of a picnic party who 
could swim, rescued his sweetheart, 
‘Miss May Mickey, while other merry- 


makers stood helpless and horror-strick- 
en on the bank, was told by Woodle at 
the Coroner’s inquest held at Waterloo, 
Ill., over the body of Charles 8S. Evans, 
a soldier, who was drowned with Miss 
Branson Sunday. 

The river tragedy occurred near Pull- 
tignt Landing on the Illinois side, about 
fifteen miles from’ Waterloo. The in- 
quest was held at Waterloo by Deputy 
Coroner J. C. Fults. Woodle and Jo- 
seph Laut, a fisherman, testified that 
the canoe, in which Evans, Miss Bran- 
son and Miss May Mickey were riding, 
was not overturned by Evans rocking 
the boat, but by the excited movements 
of the girls when the frail craft was 
shaken by waves. 

Edna Branson, who was drowned, was 
a domestic at 3 Parkland place. Miss 
Mickey lives at 2301 North Thirteenth 
street. Evans was a private in Recruit 
Company No. 15, at Jefferson Barracks, 
and Woodle is a private in Recruit Com- 
pany No. 16. 

Party Started for Picnic. 

The party went to Pulltight Landing 
Sunday morning in the launch Ruth 
Dorothy. Besides those named the 
others were: George Curtis, owner of 
the launch; a woman friend of Curtis, 
and Jack Sweeney. Their object was a 
picnic on the river bank. 

After the launch had been tied at the 
spot selected for the picnic, a fire was 
built and lunch was prepared. Edna 
Branson expressed a desire to go boat- 
ing. A canoe was tied up nearby and 
Evans volunteered to take her in it. 
Miss Mickey went with them. 

Meanwhile, Curtis and Sweeney dis- 
mantled the motor of the launch to 
make some repairs, thus leaving the 
party with the borrowed canoe as the 
Only available craft. The canoe was 
built to carry one person. The three in 
it made its movements through the wa- 
ter exceedingly unsteady. 

Laut, who was fishing near by, warned 
Evans of the danger in which he had 
placed himself and his two girl com- 
panions, but Evans continued paddling 
the boat. In attempting to round a 
pier, which caused heavy ripples in the 
adjacent water, ‘the canoe was rocked. 

The two girls, alarmed by the craft’s 
unsteadiness, clutched at the sides nerv- 
eusly and the canoe was capsized. 

Soldier Swims to Rescue. 

Evans and Miss.Branson went down. 
Miss Mickey clung to the overturned 
canoe and screamed, attracting the at- 
tention of the picnickers on shore, 30 
feet distant. 

Woodle was the only member of the 
party who could swim. He ran around 
a stretch of soft mud, leaped into the 
water and swam to Miss Mickey. He 
caught her under the arms almost at 
the instant that she lost her hold on 
the canoe, and swam to shore with her. 

Blanche Branson endeavored to rush 
into the water to aid her sister. She 
was held back and as she struggled with 
those who detained her, Edna Bran- 
son came to the surface again. As her 
face rose above the water she saw her 
sister and smiled. Then she sank 
again, not fo reappear. 





drowning occurred is eight or ten feet 
deep and filled with brush. 

Miss Branson’s body was recovered 
Sunday afternoon, but Evans’ was not 
found until Tuesday morning, when it 
was recovered by dragging. It had been 
caught by the roots of willows near the 
shore. After the inquest Tuesday it was 
sent to Jefferson Barracks for a funeral 
and internient. 

Miss Branson’s body was buried at 
Coiumbia, Ill., under orders from the 
Coroner’s office, as no one appeared to 
claim it. Her mother lives at Belle, Mo., 
rand word was sent to Waterloo Monday 
that she would have the body exhumed 
and taken to that place for reinterment. 

Blanche Branson has been prostrated 
since the tragedy and Miss Mickey was 
made ill by the exposure and shock. 

Evans was married, his wife and one 
child live at De Soto, Mo. He re-en- 
listed recently, a previous term of serv- 
ice having expired. He was a station- 
ary engineer before entering the army.

Hause’s job is gone. also his revolver. 
Th» weapon went first, being wrenched 
from him Monday night by William 
Mitchner in a struggle on the road. 
Mitchner says he and his wife went out 
for a stroll about 9 p. m. Parkland 
place not having attained the dignity 
of public illumination, the road was 
dark. 

‘We saw ir frent oi ts, when about 
fifty feet from home,’’ said Mitchner, 
“the form of a man standing in the 
middle of the road. As we advanced he 
suddenly fell prone on his stomach. I 
asked him what he was doing there and 
he jumped up and said he’d show me, at 
the same time sticking the muzzle of a 
revolver against me. 


‘“‘My wife jumped aside to avoid him, 
and when she saw he had a gun and 
was going for me, she implored him not 
to hurt me. The man spoke roughly to 
her. I grabbed the revolver and caught 
the fellow’s thumb and forefinger, to 
prevent him from pulling the trigger. 
After a hard scuffle in the dark TI 
wrenched the gun ‘from him. 

“My wife took refuge ‘in a neighbor's 
home and I went back into my house. 
The man followed and tried to get in, 
but I locked the door. I went through 
the house and ran out to telephone 
for Sheriff Grueninger. J. J. Day, who 
lives near, saw the stranger trying my 
doors and windows. Day went into my 
house at the back door to keep him 
from getting it. 

“After Day left, the man did get in 
and Mrs. Mitchner, looking from the 
window of the Welsh residence, saw 
him going through the rooms carrying 
a lighted lamp which we had left in the 
parior.”’ 

While sfitchner was hunting a tele- 
phone Thomas Southwick was walking 
along the road with two young women 
one of them a sister of Mrs. Edward 
Weigle. Southwick said the stranger, 
who by that time had emerged from 
the Mitchner house, "approached them 
and asked their names. 

“Here, sign this—I'm an _ officer,”’ 
Southwick says} the stranger demanded, 
presenting a paper. “Put your name 
down.”’ 

Southwick signed, but the girls re- 
fused to sign. The stranger followed 
the party to Edward Weigle’s house. 
Southwick entered his own home across 
the road. The girls went into Weigle’s, 
the man following them in. 

Mrs. Weigle, badly frighténed, ran out 
and entered the home of J. D. Clulley, 
where she fainted. The stranger left 


the Weigle home and went out to the 
road again.

Sheriff Grueninger, in response to 

Mitchner’s call, soon arrived in his auto- 
mobile and picked up the stranger, who 
proved to be Special Deputy Hause. The 
sheriff took Hause to his home in Kirk- 
wood. 
All the Parkland Place citizens who 
encountered Hause declare he was in- 
toxicated. Several Meramec Highlands 
residents also say that Hause was drink- 
ing freely at Autenreith’s pavilion at the 
Highlands late in the afternoon. 

Hause told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had been sent to Parkland Place 
tv look for robbers. He said two men 
attacked him and took his revolver and 
he went into Mitchner’s house to try to 
recover the gun.

Grueninger Tells Grand Jury 
He Tries to Keep County 
Saloons Closed Sundays.

Sheriff Grueninger of St. Louis Coun- 
ty does not’ see how he is going to 
control law-breaking saloon keepers Of 
the county any better than he has been. 
His reply to the St. Louis County grand 
jury, which demands better enforcement 
of the law, is that he has been doing 


and is doing all’ that he can with the 
limited force of deputies that he has. 
He says he thinks he has done his duty 
and cannot’ do it any better than he 
has been doing it. - 

The grand jury says conditions are 
better in the county than they have been 
for years, but that many back and side 
Goors of saloons are still open on Sun- 
day, and that they ought to be closed. 

An indictment was returned several 
days ago against John Grueninger Sr., 
father of the Sheriff, who has a saloon 
at 6800 Olive Street road, in University 
City, charging him with violating the 
law by keeping his place open on Sun- 
day. The fact of the indictment having 
»een issued was kept secret until Tues- 
day afternoon. Grueninger says the 
grand jury iz mistaken, 4s nobody ever 
got a drink at his place on Sunday. He 
went to his son’s office and gave $200 
bond for his appearance for trial. 

The grand jury recommends that 
greater care be exercised by the County 
Court in the issuance of liquor licenses. 
The report states that disturbances and 
crimes occur in tho saloons owned by 
men of doubtful character, and declares 
that many faloon keepers manifest no 
regard for tne law against the sale of 
intoxicants to minors.

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FORESHADOWED IN 
TAUSSIG'S REPORT 


Rate Must Go Up or There 
Must Be Heavier Property 
Valuation, He Says. 





An increase either in the municipal 
tax rate or in the taxable valuation 
of real and personal property is fore- 
shadowed in Comptroller Taussig’s an- 
nual report to the Municipal Assembly. 

Comptroller Taussig informs the As- 
sembly that this year’s increase in mu- 
nicipal revenues over the receipts in 
1908-9 is only $261,241.53, and that this is 
more than offset by a decrease of 
abcut $300,000 in the balance that was 
available at the beginning of the cur- 
rent year. 

This diminution of revenues has re- 
sulted despite an addition of 2 cents per 
$100 to the tax rate for purely municipal 
purposes, although when that was made 
there were corresponding reductions 
that left the total city rate $1.45 per 
$100, just as in. the previous year. 

With the augmentation of the tax rate 
there was an increase, also, of $9,000,000 
in the assessments of real and personal 
property. Neither of these attempts to 
produce a surplus of funds after meet- 
ing the city’s prospective requirements 
has proved effective. 

The tendency of the city to consume 
its revenues as fast as they are gath- 
ered is illustrated in the reduction of 
balances on hand at the end of each of 
the last three years. In 1906 the balance 
was $798,971.36; in 1907 it was $1,172,685.24: 
in 1908, $588,450, and last April it was 
$517,527.44. 

The. city will feel keenly the loss of 
revenues which it expected to obtain 
through assessments made by the State 
Board of Equalizatién. These assess- 
ments were estimated at $34,400,130, but 
fell nearly $1,000,00 short of that amount. 
In consequence the city will collect 
about $14,000 less than was anticipated 
from the big public service corporations 
in its jurisdiction: ee a: 

The various departments at the be- 
sinning of the current fiscal year esti- 
mated their requirements for the 12 
months at $10,576,084.97, but there was 
available for appropriation but $9,303,752. 
It was necessary, therefore, for Comp- 
troller Taussig to scale these estimates 
more than _ $1,200,000.

‘Elevator Not Running, Weiss- 

ler Went Home Rather 
Than Climb Stairs.

Whether or not Jacob Weissler, baster, 
said, ‘“‘Damn this shop, anyway,” in the 
presence of Supt. Samuel Goldstein of 
the Marx & Haas clothing factory at 
Thirteenth street and Washington ave- 
nue, nearly twelve hundred employes, 
two-thirds of them women and girls, are 
out of employment and the factory is 
closed, all on account of the Ittle swear 
word. 


Weissler declares he didn’t say ft. 

Goldstein declares he did say it. 

Weissler’s friends say if he had sworn 
at all he would have used German ex- 
pletives. Goldstein says he used the 
short and ugly English word. It has 
been suggested that “Uncle Joe’ Can- 
non, who is “some” expert on swear- 
words, be called on to arbitrate. 

Missed the Elevator, 

“This is how it was,"’ said Weissler to 

a fPost-Dispatch reporter, Wednes- 
day at his home, 214A Madi- 
son street. “Last Friday I was 
to work overtime at night, from 6 to 9:30. 
I did not have to work overtime unless 
I wanted to. I knocked off at the 
quitting time, 5:30, and went out for 
lunch. We were to return to work at 
6 o'clock. I did not get to the lunch 
counter first, so had to wait and was 
late. I ran back, so as to catch the 
elevator and ride up to the fifth floor, 
where I worked. I was two minutes 
late. The elevator stops at 6 o’clock. 
*“ *You will have to walk up,’ said Mr. 
Goldstein. I said it was too bad the 
elevator was not running, as I was tired 
from running and did not feel like walk- 
ing up all those steps. Instead of walk- 
ing up, I went home and did not work 
overtime. I felt not well. Saturday I 
did not go to work. 

“Monday morning I went there to go 
to work as usual. Mr. Goldstein went 
up in the elevator with me. He asked 
me, ‘Have you scissors in the shop?’ 4 
told him yes. It was funny to me that 
he asked that question, but when we 
got up to where I worked, he said to 
the foreman, Benny Stone, ‘Give this 
man his scissors; he’s laid off five 
days.’ 

“Tl was surprised. I didn’t know why, 
but Mr. Goldstein said te me, ‘I dare 
anybody to say “damn this shop” in 
my presence.’ , 

“T said I had not sgid that, but he 
said I had said it. I went home, taking 
my scissors. 

“I thought Mr. Goldstein was firing 
me altogether, else why would he make 
me take my scissors away?” 

Another baster says Foreman Stone 
insisted «n keeping Weissler, because 
he was a good workman and was needed, 
but that the superintendent was firm. 

Men Quit Coatless. 

Immediately the basters held a meet- 
ing and demanded the reinstatement of 
Weisslier. Fourteen basters were at 
work. Some of them say Goldstein 
told them to get out, and that he hus- 
tled them out so fast that one man did 
not have time to put on his collar and 
another reached the street without his 
coat, 

Goldstein says the men struck, that he 
telephoned for I. Haskins} chief of the 
United Garment Workers, who hap- 
pened to be in the city, and Mr. Has- 
kins went to the factory to confer with 
him 








“I told Mr. Haskins,” said Stpt. 
Goldstein, ‘‘that unless those 14 bast- 
ers came back to work at noon, we 
would be compelled to shut down the 
entire factory. They had violated their 
agreement, and we could not continue 
running until that matter was settled. 
At noon we closed the factery, and it 
will stay shut down till those people go 
to work and do the right thing by us.” 

Union’s Five Demands. 

Lecal No. 106 of the United Garment 
Workers held a meeting Tuesday night 
at Tenth street and Cass avenue and 
decided to make the following demands 
before going back to work: 

1. Reinstate Weissler at once. 

2. Reduce the week from 8&4 to 4 
working hours. 

8. Provide ice water for employes. 

4. Provide better toilet facilities, 
there being now only one toilet 
room for 800 persons. 

6. Give the men a dyessing room, 
same as the women. ~

HE following excerpts from the speeches of President Taft at Bos- 
ton ‘Speaker’ Cannon at Chicago indicate their somewhat 
divergent views on the present currency law. While Mr. Taft 

‘calls it a “makeshift” and “patched-up” affai 
“negative indorsement at least that its greatest ‘fault is in that. it will be 


effective for only six ‘years. 


President Taft's View. 


‘HERE is the monetary sit- 

uation. While it is prob- 
‘able that the Vreeland bill 
passed by the last Congress would 
aid us in case of another financial 
crisis it is certain that our bank- 
ing and monetary ‘system is 4 
patched-up affair, which satisfies 


knowledge of what a financial sys- 
tem should be. 

The matter has been referred by 
Congress to a monetary commis- 
sion, which has been studying with 
much interest and enthusiasm the 
financial and banking systems of 
the great governments of Europe 
and has embodied and wiil soon 
publish in interesting and attrac- 
tive form the best accounts of the 
financial systems of the world. It 
is quite apparent from the state- 
ments of Mr. Vreeland, who is now 
the head of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency in_ the 
House of Representatives, and from 
conversations of Mr. Aldrich, who 
is chairman of the Monetary Com- 
mission and- of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate, that the 
trend of minds of the Monetary 
Commissions toward some sort of 
arrangement fcr a central bank of 
issue, which shall control the reve- 
nue and exercise a power to meet 
and control the casual stringency 
which from time to time will come 
in the circulating medium of the 
country and the world.

Speaker Cannon’s View. 


OW, so much for the cur- 
N reney system as we have 
got it. It came to my mind 
as visibly in- 1907 as it ever came 
before.

They 
were never more solvent in this or 
any other country. It was not 
that the country was poor. No, 
that was not the trouble. 

The trouble was in the extraor- 
dinary good times and with the ex- 
traordinary growth in the develop- 
ment of the resources and popula- 
“nee of the country, that the mon- 

piled up from 10,000, 15,000 or 
20, 000 little banks, scattered all 
over the country, making an enor- 
mous aggregate in the commercial 
banking centers. 

Now then, has anything been 
done? Can anything be done that 
will prevent a second edition of 
that panic? That is the question. 
And if it has not been done, what 
is the best thing to do? And if we 
can find it out, let us enact it, 
and then, in my judgment, without 
quarreling with anybody, with 
such proper administrative legis- 
lation—a Saving? department for 
national banks, if you choose—in 
my judgment the best banking sys- 
tem in the world for us will be 
evolved. 

In Congress all the currency ex- 
perts—I didn’t say cranks—all the 
currency experts tushed into Con- 
gress and it had to his doxy which 
was orthodoxy or he would not 
play. And what did we do? We 
enacted a law, the -chish weakness 
of which, in my opi is that it 
only lasts six years; but, then, 
that could not be cured by just 
taking the limitation off.

DODGES TARIFF ISSUE 





Tells Boston Audience He Will 
Talk About Payne-Aldrich 
Bill in West. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Sept: 15.—In his farewell 
speech to New England, given at the 
banquet of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce last night, President Taft 
told why he was going West, which he 
had announced he would do. He then: 

1, Repeated his often-made and ear- 
nestly made assertion that he is the 
President of the whole people. 

2. He rebuked Gov. Johnson of Minne- 
sofa for arraying section against sec- 
tion, putting Gov. Johnson in the Bryan 
class. 

3. He talked of the revolution. to come 
in the monetary’ system through the 
wisdom of Senator Aldrich, and 

4. Eulogized Senater Aldrich. 

5, Of the tariff the President said he 
would say nothing now, as he must say 
a lot when he gets West, because the 
Middie West is sitting up in the form 
rof an interrogation point. 

Born in the Middle West. 

Speaking on the subject on which he 
feels most deeply—his purpose to be the 
President of all the states and sections 
of the Union, Mr. Taft said: 

“I was born and brought up in the 
Middie West. I have had a New En- 
gland ancestry and New England as- 
sociations. Fortune threw me out into 
the Pacific, so that I know something 
of the feelings of the West coast. Juris- 
diction as a judge gave me a some- 
what intimate knowledge of Southern 
feeling and Southern aspirations. 

“I feel therefore as if I could speak 
with confidence in reference to the 
whole nation and as President of the 
United States may weil lift up my voice 
to protest against any effort to arouse 
section against section and Americans 
against Americans. Not in the history 
of the country since tho war has the 
feeling between the North and South 
been more cordial and friendly than it 
is today, and a political attempt to 
make a cleavage between New England 
and the East on the one side and the 
West on the other, will be found to be 
so utterly hopeless as to confound those 
who propose it.” 

In accounting for his Western trip 

Objects of Western Trip. 

the President said: 

’ “T am on the eve of beginning a jour- 
ney of 13,000 miles in length, which will 
enable me to see tens and hundreds of 
thousands of my fellow-citizens, and 
enable them, I hope, to see me. Occa- 
sionally I hear a query why I should 
start off on such a trip, and what par- 
ticular good does it do to anybody? 
Well, it certainly is not going to be a 
pléabure trip, although I shall enjoy it, 

“It will involve much hard work and a 


great deal of mental effort to think of. 


things to say and to say them simply 
and clearly so that they can be under- 
stood. It will strain the digestion not 
only of myself and those who accom- 
pany me, but also of the many who ex- 


} tend hospitality along the way; and it 


will very considerably reduce the ap- 
propriation of $25,000 made by Congress 
for the traveling expenses of the Presi- 
dent. 

“On the other hand, it will ‘eertainiy 
give me a very much more accurate im- 
pression as to the views of the people in 
the sections which I visit. It will bring 
closely to me the needs of particular 
sections, so far as national legislation 
and executive action are concerned.

“Moreover, it will give the people an 
opportunity to see the man whom they 
have chosen, for the time being, to act 
as their chief executive, and who, be- 
cause of his office, in a sense tempor- 
arily typifies nationality.” 

Refusing to tell the Bast what he 
thought about the tariff bill, Inasmuch 
as he must tell the West about it often 
in the hext few weeks, the President

“J am not going to discuss the merits 
and demerits of the new tariff bill with 
you, I shall often have to refer te that 
before my journey is ended and I must 
save something for other audiences. Suf- 
fice it to say that the passage of the bill 
has removed a disturbing element in 
businéss for at least the life of this 
Congress.”

From the steam room to the hot room 
the two women made their way leisurely 
until just after 4 o’clock they appeared 
at the side of the plunge, in and about 
which were 40 other fair bathers.

In his Dallas speech denouncing Senators and 
Representatives who repudiated their party plat- 
forms, Wm. J. Bryan suggested three planks for 
incorporation in the platforms to be adopted for 
the congressional elections. One is @ plank in- 
sisting upon the binding force of the platform 
upon all candidates who accept nominations 
without protest; another denounces Cannonism 
and demands reform of the House rules, and the 
Ahird enlarges the free list to include wool, lum- 
ber, wood, wood pulp, paper, Lides, leather, har- 
ness, boots and shoes, of] and its products, coal, 
binding twine, cotton ties and cotton bagging. 

If a candidate is willing to repudiate the declara- 
tions of hig party platform it is doubtful if an- 
other plank forbidding him to do so will have 
effect. One platform declaration is no stronger 
than another, but there is no objection to a para- 
graph emphasizing the obligation of the candidate 
to stand by the announced principles and pol- 
icies of his party. 
 Bemocrats and many Republicans will approve 
a denunciation of Cannonism and a reform of the 
rules which would restore the character of the 
House of Representatives as a deliberative assem- 
bly. 

Sat better than Mr. Bryan’s free list as an ad- 
dition to the Denver platform is the straight-out 
declaration of the New York Democratic confer- 
ence at Saratoga—a tariff for revenue only; no 
government subsidy to special interests, either 
direct or through protective tariff. This is a re- 
turn to fundamental Democratic doctrine and the 
country is ripe for it. 

Before attempting to make platforms Mr. Bryan 
and all Democrats throughout the country would 
be. wise to study the Saratoga program. 

It contains a demand for the election of United 

States Senators by a direct vote of the people, 
which is one of Mr. Bryan’s hobbies. It condemns 
the extension of Federal powers beyond consti- 
tutional limits and the vigilant reservation of the 
powers of the States. It demands equal and uni- 
form taxation and rigid economy in governmental 
expenditures. It demands the abandonment of our 
imperialistic policy in the Philippines. It de- 
mands adherence to the principle of home rule 
and local self-government. It condemns unneces- 
sary interference with personal liberty. It con- 
demns Federal corporation taxes, but approves 
the Federal income tax. It demands the enforce- 
ment of Federal and State laws against “crim- 
inal trusts” and combinations in restraint. of 
trade. 
These are Democratic policies based upon sound 
Democratic principles. They contain no glittering 
vagaries or fads, but they meet present and press- 
ing problems. Is there any reason why all Demo- 
crats, including Mr. Bryan and his worshipers, 
should not get together on’a platform of this 
kind? It would at least embrace those reforms 
which ought to be accomplished promptly and 
would give the party ample work for a four years’ 
term. If the party should do nothing more in the 
next half-dozen years than eliminate privilege 
from the tariff, enforce the laws against criminal 
conspiracies and trusts, apply the income tax, re- 
store economy in national expenditures and free 
the Philippines, it would mark great progress. It 
would prepare the way for continued advance- 
ment in the sclution of our problems. 
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If Dr. Cook will hold his tongue and his pen, 
taking no part in the “controversy,” his chances 
of winning the honors will be. increated a thou- 
sand fold.

Importing Teachers. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ; 

I noticed in your paper several evenings ago an 
article headed, ‘Importing Teachers.’’ Can we im- 
port teachers? If so, of what use is that magnifi- 
cent structure, the Teachers’ College, on the cor- 
ner of Park and Theresa avenues, with its high- 
salaried principal and instructors? The cost to the 
city of St. Louis to educate one girl in the Teach- 
ers’ College for a year is said to be $300. In the last 
year 115 girls have finished a two-years’ course at 
the above institution. This is an expenditure of 
$34,500 for one year, or $69,000 for the entire educa- 
tion of 115 teachers. After this enormous expendi- 
ture why do we not use the teachers, instead of 
importing others? Of the 115 graduates % have al- 
ready been waiting since last February and are 
not even now given any idea as to when they will 
be needed. It has taken the girls many years to 
complete their education, and now they cannot even 
make a living, because the Board continues to im- 
port teachers. If our expenditure does not give us 
teachers as capable as the imported ones, let us 
Merease the expenditure a little, rather than waste 
it altogether. Or, if the imported product is so sat- 
isfactory, let us close the Teachers’ College and 
thereby cut down the expenses of the city $34,500 
a year.

Germany and the North Pole.

In the last week of August a large meeting of 
the British Association for the Advanoement “of 
Science was held at Winnepeg, Manitoba, which 
was attended by about 1400 scientists, among them 
150 from the United States.

He wound up 
by predicting that Germany having realized an 
enormous amount of money in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, will go to war with England as soon as 
whe sees a good prospect to make money by war 
again. Mean Germany! So far it has been thé 
monopoly, upon which nobody must encroach, of 
Engiand to go to war on such prospects, as is 
proven by her opium war in China, by her EgyP- 
tian war, by her Boer war, etc. It is to be regret- 
ted that the noble Lord has pverlooked one point 
of latest date, which shows Germany in her full 
meanness, vis: The unexpected discovery of the 
North Pole by Dr. F. A. Cook, of German descent 
with the original name Koch, was no doubt en- 
gaged, rather bought, by the German Government 
and fitted out in great secrecy for a polar expe- 
dition with the strict order to steal the pole under 
all circumstances, of course for Germany. This 
is the one nucleus of all our present trouble with 
the pole, What a capital item that would have been 
for the London Times!

HOME HINTS. 


_ WMlling for Cake. 


NE cup of sugar, four tablespoon- 

fuls of water boiled till clear. Stir 
ints the beaten white of one egg quick- 
ly and add one-half cup seeded and 
chopped fine raisins and one-half cup 
chopped hickory nuts or English wal- 
nut meats. 


Potpourri Roast, 


HOP fine with mincing knife any 
leftover meats (beef, veal, pork, 
poultry or game). To about four 
pounds of meat take ‘About six eggs, 
One nutmeg (grated), one cup of good 
butter, piece of beef suet chopped fine, 
about two cupfuls of bread crumbs, one 
quart of milk, salt and pepper to taste, 
mix ali well together. Now take about 
three-fourths of a cupful of good but- 
ter, rub to a cream, stir into this four 
eggs, beat in one at a time for a min-] 
ute, add a little finely chopped parsley, 
about two cupfuls of bread crumbs, 
mix this all tightly and well together. 
wet the hands and take a teaspoonful 
of this at a time, roll lightly into a ball. 
You then take half of the prepared 
meat and lay about two inches thick- 
ness in a medium sized roasting pan, 
but put pleces of butter and half suet 
in pan bé@fore putting in meat; now 
Place a layer of dumplings on the meat 
at least an inch apart, as they swell 
in cooking, then another layer of meat 
on this, dust with a little flour, place 
pieces of butter on top, bake in a well- 
heated oven until dark brown, but 
baste often with its own drippings. 
Serve with crisp lettuce leaves (dipped 
in salted water) on platter around roast. 
Add a cupful of ‘cream or mfik to 
gravy, boll a few minutes. 


Cakes From Old Bread, 


HEN cut bread is left over from 
W the table it is usually thrown 
away. Instead of dofng this, put it in 
a tin can of some kind and save it un- 
til you have sufficient to make up for 
one loaf of bread. Soak this bread in 
milk or water. and let stand for half 
an hour. Then add salt, one egg and 
sufficient flour to make a batter. After 
it is well mixed put on a hot griddle 
and bake. If rye bread is used, one- 
half cake of compressed yeast should 
be put into the mixture and the batter 
allowed to stand overnight. 

Orange Salad. 

UT seedless oranges’ in cubes and 
CG cover with the following. salad 
dressing: Yolks of four eggs, one-half 
cupful sugar, one-quarter cupful butter, 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar, pinch 
of mustard, pinch of cayenne pepper. 

Cream butter, sugar and eggs, add 
vinegar, steam in double boiler until 
the consistency of thick cream. When 
cold add whipped cream and pour over 
oranges. Add pecan or ns walnut 
kernels. 

To Prevent Fat Secibiaeine: 

HE objectionable sputtering and 

fiying of the hot fat when egg, 
hominy, apples and like things are 
dropped into it to fry may be prevented 
if. a little flour is sifted into the fat 
just be’ore they are added. 

Curry ef Lobster. 

ETWEEN two and three pounds of 

lobster meat, } real small onion, 
$ tablespoonfuls of butter, 2 of flour, 
a scant teaspoon of curry ‘powder, 
a speck of cayenne, a little salt, a scant 
pint of water or stock. Let butter get 
hot, then add onion cut very fine and 
fry brown. When the onion ts cooked, 
add the flour and curry powder and stir 
al together for two minutes. Add stock,

WALL STREET HEARS BELL CO. 
HAS ABSORBED WESTERN UNION 


Telegraph Stock Advances on Re- 
port That Offer Was Made to 


Gould and Mrs. Sage. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—The report 
that the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
has been absorbed by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., which 
controls the Bell telephone interests 
throughout the United States, has 
again gained wide circulation in the 
financial district. 

Western Union stock has always ad- 
vanced on the strength of these rumors 
and yesterday it sold up from 79% to 
$1%, declining subsequently to 9%. Ac- 
cording to the story current yesterday, 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. has been desirous of obtaining con- 
trol of the Western Union in order to 
obtain franchises andj rights of way 
over that company’s immense wire sys- 
tem. It was said that a direct offer 
had been made to George Gould and 
Mrs. Russell Sage to purchase their en- 
tire holdings of Western Union stock. 
President Robert Ciowrey of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co, denied al! 
knowledge of any such impending deal.
